AN ACT to amend section four thousand one hundred and fifty one 
of article seven, chapter one hundred and eight, "Revenue and Tax- .

Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the Common- 
wealth of Kentucky : 

§ 1. That section four thousand, one hundred and fifty- 
one, of article seven, chapter one hundred and eight, of the 
Kentucky Statutes be, and the same is hereby, amended. 
Said section reads as follows, to-wit: 

"If there be no personal property that the sheriff or tax 
collector can distrain for taxes due, and the same shall not 
be paid by the first day of July, the sheriff or tax collector 
shall sell for cash any real estate belonging to or listed by 
such delinquent taxpayer, or so much thereof as will pay the 
taxes due and his commission, in the same manner that 
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lands are sold under execution, except the land shall not be 
valued or levied on and shall be advertised by posting for 
fifteen days before the sale a written or printed notice at the 
courthouse door, and by publication once a week for four 
weeks prior to the day of sale in a newspaper of general cir- 
culation, if there be one, in the county. If not, then by 
printed handbills posted for fifteen days before the sale at 
the courthouse door, and in three or more conspicuous 
places in the tax district, and he shall, not less than fifteen 
days before the sale, mail to the delinquent a postal card* 
addressed to his place of residence or place of business, if 
such can be ascertained, notifying him of the time and place 
of the sale, and, in order to cover the cost of such advertise- 
ment and notification, the sheriff shall have two dollars for 
each person whose property is advertised, to be paid by the 
- delinquent, but in no event to be paid by the State."

Provided, however, no levy 
or sale of real estate shall be valid and no fees 
for making same, or credit for taxes in sales of 
same shall be allowed sheriffs, until said sheriffs 
shall have made affidavit in writing and filing same with 
clerk of county court of county in which such lands are situ- 
ated, showing that the persons from whom taxes are due 
and whose real estate is to be sold have no personal estate 
out of which said taxes can be made. And such affidavit 
shall be certified to the Auditor, who shall in no case allow 
credit to sheriff for taxes on land sold and bought in for the 
State of Kentucky, until after such affidavit has been so 
certified to him. 

§ 2. That this act shall take effect and be in force in 

ninety days from the expiration of this session.

CHAPTER 12. 



AN ACT providing for the payment of the expenses of the committee 
appointed to attend the burial of Hon. Rozel Weissinger. 

Be it enacted by the General Assembly of tlie Common- 
tcealth of Kentucky: 

§ 1. That the sum of ninety-four dollars and sixty-two 
cents ($94.62) is hereby appropriated out of any money in the 
Treasury not otherwise appropriated to pay the expenses 
of the committee appointed by the two Houses of the Gen- 
eral Assembly to attend the burial of Hon. Rozel Weis^ 
singer, deceased, and the Auditor of Public Accounts i» 
hereby directed to draw his warrant in favor of Charles E. 

Somers for said sum, payable out of any money in the Treas- 
ury not otherwise appropriated. 

§ 2. Said members of the committee having paid said ex- 
penses out of their own funds, and being justly entitled to 
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have same refunded to them, an emergency exists, and this 
bill shall take effect upon its passage.

CHAPTER 13. 



AN ACT to amend an act fixing the times and terms of circuit 
courts in counties comprising the several judicial districts in this 
Commonwealth, approved December twenty-second, one thousand 
eight hundred and ninety-two, (chapter thirty-five, article two, 
sub-division one, of the Kentucky Statutes). 

Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the Common- 
wealth of Kentucky: 

§ 1. That an act fixing the times and terms of the circuit 
courts in the counties comprising the several judicial dis- 
tricts in this Commonwealth, approved December twenty- 
second, eighteen hundred and ninety-two, (being chapter 
thirty-five, article two, subdivision one of the Ken- 
tucky Statutes) be, and the same is hereby, amended by 
striking out section thirteen thereof (section nine hundred 
and sixty-five of Kentucky Statutes), and inserting in lieu 
thereof the following, so that said section, when so amend- 
ed, shall read as follows: "Section 13. Thirteenth district — 
Mercer county, at Harrodsburg, on the first Monday in Feb- 
ruary and continue eighteen juridical days; on the second 
Monday in May and first Monday in October, and continue 
twenty-four juridical days each; Boyle county, at Danville, 
on the third Monday in January and continue twelve jurid- 
ical days; on the third Monday in April and second Monday 
in September and continue eighteen juridical days each; 

Lincoln county, at Stanford, on the fourth Monday in Feb- 
 

ruary and continue twelve juridical days; on the second 
Monday in June and first Monday in November and con- 
tinue eighteen juridical days each; Garrard county, at Lan- 
caster, on the second Monday in March and third Monday in 
August, and continue eighteen juridical days each, and 
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fourth Monday in November and continue eighteen juridi- 
cal days.

CHAPTER 14. 



.AN ACT authorizing the formation in counties of less than 100,000 
inhabitants, of corporations authorized to do both a trust and 
banking business. 

Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the Common- 
wealth of Kentucky : 

§ 1. That in counties having a population of less than 
•one hundred thousand, any number of persons, not less than 
seven, may associate to establish a corporation for the pur- 
pose of conducting, and it may conduct, both a banking busi- 
ness and a trust company business. The capital stock of 
such corporation shall not be lees than fifty thousand dollars, 
($50,000) the whole of which shall be subscribed and paid in, 
in money before said corporation shall commence business, 
except that in such cases when the capital stock subscribed 
shall equal or exceed one hundred thousand dollars ($100,000) 
then at least cne half tlnreof shall b? paid in in money before 
^commencing business, and the remainder shall b3 paid in with- 
in twelve montihs thereafter. One-half of such capital stock 
shall be securely invested for the trust business of the cor- 
poration and shall at all times be kept separate and distinct 
from its other assets, and shall be primarily liable for its 
fiduciary obligations. The remainder of the capital stock 
-of the corporation may be used in its business of banking, 
and its books shall be so kept as to show separately at all 
times the condition of its banking business and the condi- 
tion of its trust business. 

§ 2. Any corporation now doing either a banking or trust 
business may, with the consent of a majority in number and 
interest of its stockholders, organize under this act, and its

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stock, if unimpaired may be converted into stock in the new 
corporation. 

§ 3. The provisions of the act, entitle "An act providing 
for the creation and regulation of private corporations," 
vhich became a law April fifth, eighteen hundred 
and ninety-three, and known as chapter thirty-two, Ken- 
tucky Statutes, shall govern the formation of, and business 
conducted by, the corporations provided for by this act, 
that is, that portion of said act relating to banks and bank- 
ing shall apply to and govern the banking business of cor- 
porations provided for by this act, and that portion thereof 
relating to trusts and trust companies shall apply to and 
govern their trust business. 

§ 4. It appearing that it is important that certain cor- 
porations should, without delay, organize under the provi- 
sions of this act, it is declared that an emergency exists, and* 
that this act shall take effect and be in force from and after 
its passage. 

Approved May 12, 1897. 



CHAPTER 15. 



AN ACT to amend section fourteen of article three of an act entitled, 
"An act to regulate elections in this Commonwealth," approved 
June thirtieth, eighteen hundred and ninety-two. 

Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the Common- 
wealth of Kentucky: 

§1. That section fourteen, of article three, of an act, en- 
titled "An act to regulate elections in this Commonwealth," 
approved June thirtieth, eighteen hundred and ninety-two, 
be, and the same is hereby, amended by adding thereto the 
following words, viz.: 

"Whenever an amendment to the Constitution has been 
adopted by the General Assembly, the Secretary of State 
shall cause such proposed amendment to be published at 
least four times in two papers of general circulation, pub 
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lisbed in the State, and shall also cause to be published at 
the same time and in the same manner the fact that said 
constitutional amendment will be submitted to the voters 
for their acceptance or their rejection at the next general 
election at which members of the General Assembly are to 
be voted for. Such publications shall be made so that the 
last publications shall be at least ninety days preceding the 
election at which said amendment is to be voted on, as pro- 
vided in sections two hundred and fifty-six and two hun- 
dred and fifty-seven, of the Constitution. It shall be the 
duty of the Secretary of State to certify not less than twen- 
ty days before the next general election at which members 
of the General Assembly are to be chosen, to the county 
clerk of each county the substance of any constitutional 
amendment which is to be voted on, and it shall be the duty 
of each county clerk to have the substance of such amend- 
ment, as certified by the Secretary of State, indicated on 
the ballot, as provided in this section. The votes cast for 
and against such constitutional amendments shall be count- 
ed and canvassed and certified to the State Canvassing 
Board in the same manner as the votes cast for any officer 
elective by the votes of the whole State. If it shall be found 
that a majority of the votes cast for and against said amend- 
ment are in favor thereof, then said amendment shall be- 
come a part of the Constitution. The result of such vote 
shall be published by the Secretary of State in two daily 
newspapers, of general circulation, published in this Com- 
monwealth. The expenses of the publications herein pro- 
vided for shall be paid as are the expenses of other publica- 
tions which the Secretary of State is required to make in 
connection with elections." 

So that said section, as amended, shall read as follows: 
"Whenever a constitutional amendment or other public 
measure is proposed to be voted upon by the people, the sub- 
stance of such amendment or other public measure shall be 
clearly indicated upon the ballot, and two spaces shall be

left upon the right of the same, one for votes favoring the 
amendment or public measure, to be designated by the word 
'Yes/ and one for votes opposing the amendment ox measure, 
• to be designated by the word 'No.' The elector shall desig- 
nate his vote by a cross mark, thus (X), placed opposite the 
word 'Yes' or the word 'No.' Whenever an amendment to 
the Constitution has been adopted by the General Assembly 
the Secretary of State shall cause such proposed amend- 
ment to be published at least four times, in two papers of 
general circulation published in the State, and shall also 
cause to be published at the same time and in the same man- 
ner the fact that said constitutional amendment will be sub- 
mitted to the voters for their acceptance or rejection at the 
next general election at which members of the General As- 
sembly are to be voted for. Such publications shall be made 
so that the last publication shall be at least ninety days pre- 
ceding the election at which said amendment is to be voted 
on, as provided in sections two hundred and fifty six and 
two hundred and fifty seven of the Constitution. It shall 
be the duty of the Secretary of State to certify, not less than 
twenty days before the next general election at which mem- 
bers of the General Assembly are to be chosen, to the county 
clerk of each county, the substance of any constitutional 
amendment which is to be voted on, and it shall be the duty 
of each county clerk to have the substance of such 
amendment, as certified by the Secretary of State, indicated 
on the ballot, as provided in this section. The votes cast for 
and against such constitutional amendment shall be count- 
ed and canvassed and certified to the State Canvassing 
Board in the same manner as the votes cast for any officer 
elective by the votes of the whole State. If it shall be found 
that a majority of the votes cast for and against said amend- 
ment are in favor thereof, then said amendment shall be- 
come a part of the Constitution. The result of such vote 
shall be published by the Secretary of State in two daily 
newspapers of general circulation, published in this Cora- 
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monwealth. The expenses of the publications herein pro- 
vided for shall be paid as are the expenses of other publi- 
cations which the Secretary of State is required to make in 
connection with elections. 

§ 2. Inasmuch as an amendment to the Constitution is 
to be submitted to the people at the next general election, 
and sufficient time will not remain in which to make the 
publication herein provided for, unless this act becomes ef- 
fective at once, an emergency exists, and is hereby declared, 
arid this act shall take effect from and after its approval by 
the Governor.

CHAPTER 16. 



AN ACT to amend and re-enact section thirty-nine of article five, of 
an act entitled, "An act to provide for an efficient system of com- 
mon schools throughout the State," approved July sixth, eighteen- 
humdred and ninety-three. 

Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the Common- 
wealth of Kentucky: 

§1. That section thirty-nine, of article five of an act, en- 
titled "An act to provide for an efficient system of common 
schools throughout the State," approved July sixth, 
.eighteen hundred and ninety-three, be amended and re- 
enacted so as to read as follows : 

"§ 39. The county superintendent shall be elected by the 
qualified voters of each county at the November election in 
one thousand eight hundred and ninety-three, shall enter up- 
on the discharge of the duties of his office on thesecond Mon- 
day in August, one thousand eight hundred and ninety-four, 
and continue in office until the first Monday in January, one 
thousand eight hundred and ninety-eight, and until the elec- 
tion and qualification of his successor. And in one thou- 
sand eight hundred and ninety-seven, and every four years 
thereafter, there shall be, in each county, an election of a 
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county superintendent, who shall hold his office four years 
from the first Monday in January following his election, or 
until the election and qualification of his successor. The 
county school superintendent shall be elected, and the vote 
canvassed and the result certified by the same officers, and in 
the same manner as in the election of other county officers; 
and within ten days after the election the clerk of the 
county court shall forward a copy of the certificate of elec- 
tion to the Superintendent of Public Instruction. All 
county superintendents in office at the time of the November 
election one thousand eight hundred and ninety-three shall 
continue in office until the second Monday in August, one 
thousand eight hundred and ninety-four, or until their suc- 
cessors are elected and qualified. In cases of controverted 
right to the office of county superintendent, the Superin- 
tendent of Public Instruction shall have power to recognize 
a superintendent from among the contestants until the case 
has been settled: Provided, That in counties containing 
cities of the first or second class maintaining a system of 
public schools separate and distinct from the common 
schools of the county, the county superintendent shall reside 
in the portion of the county outside of such city, or cities, 
and be elected by the qualified voters of said county resid- 
ing outside of such city or cities."

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AN ACT for the benefit of the Agricultural and Mechanical College 
of Kentucky, and the State Normal School for Colored Persons, of 
Kentucky. 

Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the Common- 
wealth of Kentucky: 

§ 1. That there is hereby appropriated out of any money 
in the Treasury, not otherwise appropriated,, the sum of 
twenty-nine thousand five huudred and eighth-four and 
twenty-one hundredths (f 29,584.21) dollars to pay the inter- 
est due the Agricultural and Mechanical College to July first, 
eighteen hundred and ninety-seven out of the funds 
held by the State for the benefit of said college, and the 
Auditor of Public Accounts be, and he is hereby, authorized 
and directed to draw his warrant upon the Treasury in 
favor of the treasurer of the Agricultural and Mechanical 
College of Kentucky for the sum of twentv-five thousand 
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two hundred and ninety-four dollars and fifty cents ($25,- 
294.50), and in favor of the treasurer of the State Normal 
School for Colored Persons for the sum of four thousand 
two hundred and eighty-nine dollars and seventy cents 
($4,289.70). 

§ 2. That the Commissioners of the Sinking Fund be 
and they are hereby, authorized and directed to issue to 
themselves as trustees for the Agricultural and Mechanical 
College of Kentucky and the State Normal School for Col- 
ored Persons of Kentucky in the proportion hereinafter 
mentioned the bond of the Commonwealth, bearing date 
of July first, eighteen hundred and ninety-seven, for 
one hundred and sixty-five thousand ($165,000) dollars 
bearing interest at the rate of six per cent., payable semi- 
annually, and said bond shall be a perpetual obligation of 
the Commonwealth and the interest thereon shall be a per- 
petual charge upon the Treasury; and it shall be the duty 
of the Auditor to regularly draw his warrant upon the 
Treasurer in favor of the treasurer of each of said colleges on 
the first dav of Januarv and on the first dav of Julv, of each 
and every year, for the sum of four thousand nine hundred 
and fifty dollars ($4,950) dollars, to pay said interest, in the 
following proportions, to- wit: Six hundred and twenty- 
seven and seventy-five and one-hundredths dollars ($627.75) 
to the treasurer of the State Normal School for Colored Per- 
sons, and four thousand three hundred and twenty-two and 
twenty-five one-hundredths dollars ($4,322.25), to the treas- 
urer of the Agricultural and Mechanical College of Ken- 
tucky. 

§ 3. An emergency is hereby declared to exist and this 
act shall take effect from its passage.

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CHAPTER 22. 

AN ACT to amend an act entitled "An act to authorize the appoint- 
ment of official stenographic reporters in counties containing a pop- 
ulation of seventy-five thousand or over," it being section four 
thousand, six hundred and thirty-seven, chapter one hundred and 
twenty-one of the Kentucky Statutes. 

Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the Common- 
wealth of Kentucky: 

§ 1. That an act, entitled "An act to authorize the ap- 
pointment of Official Stenographic Reporter in counties 
containing a population of seventy-five thousand or over," 
it being section four thousand six hundred and thirty-seven, 
chapter one hundred and twenty-one of the Kentucky Stat- 
utes, be amended as follows, viz.: "Strike out all of the 
title after the word "Reporters" and insert in lieu thereof 
the words "in the several counties in this State," and amend 
said section four thousand six hundred and thirtv-seven as 
follows, viz.: Strike out the words "composed of a county 
containing a population of seventy -five thousand or over," 
in lines three and four of said section, so that said section, 
as amended, will read as follows: 

"§ 4637. Appointment in counties with 75,000 population — 
Term of office. — The judge of the circuit court of each judi- 
cial district of this Commonwealth, or the judge of any di- 
vision of such court,may, in his discretion, appoint an offi- 
cial stenographic reporter for such court or division, who 
shall be skilled in his profession, and who shall hold office 
for a period of four years, or until his successor is appointed 
and qualified, unless sooner removed at the pleasure of the 
judge of said court or division for incompetency, or for 
other cause shown as hereinafter provided."

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CHAPTER 23. 



AN ACT to amend section two hundred and nineteen of an act en- 
titled "An act for the government of cities of the first class," ap- 
proved July 1st, o ne thousand eight hundred and ninety- three. 

Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the Common- 
wealth of Kentucky: 

§ 1. That section two hundred and nineteen of an act,, 
entitled "An act for the government of cities of the first 
class," approved July first, one thousand eight hundred and 
ninety-three, be, and the same is hereby, amended by strik- 
ing out the words "two hundred and thirty-three" in said 
section and inserting in lieu thereof the words "two hun- 
dred and seventeen," and by adding to said section the fol- 
lowing words: "At any decretal sale of real estate the city 
may, by the mayor, city attorney, or assistant city attorney,, 
bid the amount due such city for the taxes adjudged to be 
liens thereon, with interest and costs of suit and sale, and 
may become the purchaser of such real estate, with the same 
right to a conveyance and the possession thereof as pro- 
vided by law in the case of any other purchaser. The owner 
of the real estate so sold, his heirs, representatives or as- 
signs shall have the same right to redeem such real estate 
from the purchaser thereof at any time within one year 
from the day of sale, as is provided by law in the sale of 
real estate under execution, by paying to such purchaser 
the amount of the purchase price at said sale, with ten per 
cent, interest thereon per annum from the day of sale. No 
real estate thus acquired by the city, except such as may be 
proper and necessary for public purposes, shall be held by 
the city for a longer period than five years, and unless the 
same is sold and conveyed by the city within said period, 
the title thereto shall escheat to the Commonwealth of 
Kentucky," so that said section tv^o hundred and nineteen, 
when thus amended, shall read as follows: 

"§ 219. On the first day of May of the second year after 
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the assessment of city taxes the receiver shall make out a 
list of the bills still wholly or partly unpaid, on lands or 
improvements, and furnish the list to the city attorney, 
whose duty it shall be to bring, without delay, suits for the 
recovery thereof in the circuit court, except that where any 
litigation growing out of distraints or garnishments, or 
against guardians and others under section two hundred 
and seventeen is still pending, he may await the termina- 
tion thereof before bringing such suit. In these suits the 
city shall, unless the person liable for the tax be under dis- 
ability, ask for and obtain a personal judgment against the 
person assessed, as well as the enforcement of the lien here- 
inafter given. The action herein authorized, and the judg- 
ment and subsequent proceedings therein (except as herein- 
after excepted), shall be conducted in all respects 4ike suits 
upon liens arising from contract, and the court shall have 
jurisdiction of all suits for taxes irrespective of amount. 
The sums due for taxes of later and earlier years shall be in- 
cluded in the petition and in the judgment. New tax bills, 
which are included with older ones against the same own- 
ers, on which the attempt at distraint and garnishment has 
proved ineffectual, need not be dealt with by the receiver 
in the way provided herein. The omission of the receiver 
to act as prescribed herein shall not defeat any suit of the 
city for taxes. When an action heretofore or hereafter 
brought under this or the following section is still pending 
and undetermined, a new action upon subsequently accru- 
ing taxes may be brought and either action may, in the dis- 
cretion of the court, be carried to judgment separately, and 
a sale may be had under the judgment therein of sufficient 
property to satisfy the same, giving the purchaser a title 
free from tax liens set up in other causes. When for taxes 
assessed against a decedent, the city seeks only the en- 
forcement of the lien on the lands or improvements, or lands 
and improvements assessed, the statutory affidavit and de- 
mand need not be made before beginning or reviving a suit, 
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nor in support of the claim. At any decretal sale of real es- 
tate the city may, by the mayor, city attorney or assistant 
city attorney, bid the amount due such city for the taxes ad- 
judged to be liens thereon, with interest and costs of suit 
and sale, and may become the purchaser of such real estate,, 
with the same right to a conveyance and the possession 
thereof as provided by law in the case of any other pur- 
chaser. The owner of the real estate so sold, his heirs, rep- 
resentatives or assigns, shall have the same right to redeem 
such real estate from the purchaser thereof at any time 
within one year from the day of sale, as is provided by law 
in the sale of real estate under execution, by paying to such 
purchaser the amount of the purchase price at said sale, 
with ten per cent, interest thereon per annum from the day 
of sale. No real estate thus acquired by the city, except 
such as may be proper and necessary for public purposes, 
shall be held by the city for a longer period than five years, 
and unless the same is sold and conveyed by the city within 
said period, the title thereto shall escheat to the Common- 
wealth of Kentucky. 

§ 2. That inasmuch as there is now no provision made by 
law for cities of the first class to purchase real estate for 
other than public purposes, an emergency is hereby de- 
clared to exist, and this act shall take effect and be in force 

from and after its approval by the Governor.

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CHAPTER 24. 

AN ACT to amend an act entitled, "An act to provide for the more 
perfect and uniform indexing of the public records in counties of 
this Commonwealth having a population of seventy-five thousand 
or over," approved June fifteenth, eighteen hundred and ninety- 
three. 

Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the Common- 
wealth of Kentucky: 

§ 1. That section one of the act of June fifteenth, 
eighteen hundred and ninety-three (chapter two hun- 
dred and twenty-three), entitled "An act to provide for the 
more perfect and uniform indexing of the public records in 
counties of this Commonwealth having a population of sev- 
enty-five thousand or over," be, and the same is hereby 
amended by striking out the words "the judges of the cir- 
cuit and county courts" and substituting in lieu thereof the 
words, "The judge of the county court, with the concurrence 
of a majority of the circuit judges; also by striking out the 
word three wherever it occurs in said section and inserting 
in lieu thereof the word four and by striking out the words 
one thousand, eight hundred and ninety-live and inserting 
in lieu thereof, one thousand, eight hundred and ninety- 
eight so that said section as amended shall read: 
"That in each and every county within this Com- 
monwealth having a population of seventy-five thou- 
sand or more, and constituting of itself a separate ju- 
dicial district, the judge of the county court, with the con- 
currence of a majority of the circuit judges, shall, in the 
month of January, one thousand eight hundred and ninety- 
eight, and in the same month every four years thereafter, 
appoint as official indexer of the public records in such 
county, some competent person who shall possess the same 
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qualifications of eligibility as the clerk of a county court, 
and whose terin of office shall begin on the first Monday in 
February following his appointment, and expire on the first 
Monday in. February, four years thereafter, subject, how- 
ever, to removal at any time by the judges of the aforesaid 
couris for incompetency or neglect of duty." 

? 2. That section two of said act be, and it is, amended 
by adding at the end of the section as it now stands the 
words: "And said indexer shall upon the order of the 
judge of the county court transcribe any of the public rec- 
ords of the county and quarterly courts and the county 
clerk's office; and upon the order of the judges of the circuit 
court, said indexer shall transcribe any of the public rec- 
ords of their court and of the circuit clerk's office that may 
be in a ruined, torn or obliterated condition, and shall, on 
the order of said judges respectively, make cross-indexes 
of public records, in said respective court or clerk's office, 
and on order of either of said courts shall perfect existing 
indexes, and shall do all this without additional compen- 
sation," so that said section, as amended, shall read; "It shall 
bethedutyof such indexer, subject to theorderof the various 
courts of his county, to compile general cross-indexes to the 
tecords of such courts and to the records contained in the 
offices of the clerks thereof, arranging alphabetically the 
surnames of the parties in interest appearing upon said 
records, according to their initial letters, and the arrange- 
inent of the various vowels and consonants therein, the ac- 
curacy and acceptability of which general indexes shall be 
passed upon respectively by the court ordering same. And 
said mdexer shall upon order of the judge of the county 
court transcribe any of the public records of the county and 
quarterly courts, and the county clerk's office, and upon 
the order of the judges of the circuit court, said indexer 
shall transcribe any of the records of their court and of the 
circuit clerk's office that may be in a ruined, torn or oblit- 
erated condition, and shall, on the order of said judges re- 
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spectively make cross-indexes of public records in said re- 
spective court, or clerk's office, and on the order of either 
of said courts, shall perfect existing indexes and he shall 
do all this without additional compensation. 

§ 3. That section four of said act be, and it is, amended 
by striking out all the words after the words, "The official 
indexer," in the first line of said section, and by substituting 
in lien thereof, the following word appointed as aforesaid 
said shall receive for his services a sum to be fixed by the 
judges appointing and confirming him, not exceeding the 
constitutional limitation, and said indexer may appoint his 
own assistants subject to the approval of said judges, but 
their compensation shall rest entirely in the discretion of 
the) judges aforesaid, and such compensation shall be paid 
as the salary of the county judge is paid: Provided, how- 
ever, That at no time shall the total expense annually, un- 
der this act, exceed the sum of eight thousand dollars," so 
that said section,as amended, shall read as follows: "The 
official indexer, appointed as aforesaid, shall receive for his 
services a sum fixed by the judges appointing and confirm- 
ing him, not exceedingthe Constitutional limitation; and said 
indexer may appoint his own assistants subject to the ap- 
proval of said judges, but their compensation shall rest en- 
tirely in the discretion of the judges aforesaid, and such 
compensation shall be paid as the salary of the county 
judge is paid : Provided, however, That at no time shall the 
total expense annually, under this act, exceed the sum of 
eight thousand dollars." 

§ 4. Section nine of chapter thirty-seven of the General 
Statutes of Kentucky, now known as section sixteen 
hundred and thirty-two of the Statutes of Kentucky; 
shall hereafter not apply to the counties having a popula- 
tion of, or in excess of, seventy-five thousand inhabitants. 

§ 5. That this act shall take effect at the expiration of 
the term of the present official indexers of this Common- 
wealth.

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CHAPTER 25. 



AN ACT to amend an act entitled, "An act to provide for an efficient 
system of common schools throughout the State," approved July 
sixth, 1893. 

Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the Common- 
wealth of Kentucky: 

§ 1. That section one hundred of an act, entitled "An act 
to provide an efficient system of cojnmon schools through- 
out of the State," approved July sixth, eighteen 
hundred and ninety-three, be, and is hereby, amended as 
follows, to-wit: Amend section one hundred to read as fol- 
lows : 

"It shall be the duty of the county judge in each county 
of this Commonwealth, upon a written petition signed by at 
least ten legal voters, w T ho are taxpayers in the justice's 
district, town or city of the fifth or sixth classes in his 
county, to make an order on his order book, at the next 
regular term of his court after he receives said petition, fix- 
ing the boundary of any proposed graded common school 
district, as agreed on by the county judge and the petition- 
ers, and directing the sheriff or other officer, whose duty it 
may be to hold the election, to open a poll in said proposed 
graded common school district, at the next regular State, 
town or city election to be held therein, or on any other day 
fixed by said judge in said order, not in either case earlier 
thau forty days from the date of said order, for the purpose 
of taking the sense of the legal white voters in said proposed 
graded common school district upon the proposition wheth* 
er or not they will vote an annual tax, in any sum named in 
said order, not exceding fifty cents on each one hundred dol- 
lars of property assessed in said proposed graded common 
school district, town or city, belonging to said white voters 
or corporations, or a poll tax in any sum named in said or- 
de, not exceeding one dollar and fifty cents per capita on 
each white male inhabitant over twenty-one years of age 
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residing in said proposed graded common school district, 
or both an ad valorem and a poll tax, if so stated in the or- 
der, for the purpose of maintaining a graded common school 
in said proposed graded common school district, and for 
erecting, purchasing or repairing suitable buildings there- 
for if necesary : Provided, That the proposition to establish 
any graded common school district and school, as provided 
for in this section, is approved in writing on the petition to 
the county judge by a majority of the trustees of any com- 
mon school district, included wholly or partly within the 
boundary of said proposed graded common school district, 
and approved in writing on said petition by the county su- 
perintendent of common schools; that no point on the boun- 
dary of any proposed graded common school district be 
more than two and one-half miles from the site of its pro- 
posed schoolhouse, and that the location and site of said 
schoolhouse in said district are set out with exactness in 
said petition to the county judge. If at any time, two years 
having intervened since such graded common school dis- 
trict was established, it becomes desirable to change the 
boundary of the same, it shall be the duty of the county 
judge, upon a written petition signed by the person or per- 
sons desiring to be changed, who are, under this law, legal 
voters in the school district or districts in which they reside 
and who at the same time own the real estate sought to be 
transferred to make an order on his order-book at the next 
regular term of his court after receiving said petition, fix- 
ing the new boundary of the said graded or common school 
district as agreed on by the county judge and the petition- 
ers. Such petition, to be valid, shall set out in full the new 
boundary of said district, which shall be recorded as in case 
of the original boundary, and a copy of same shall be fur- 
nished the Board of Education of said graded common 
school district; but no such change shall be made unless 
said petition be approved in writing by a majority of the 
Board of Education of each district concerned, as well as 
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by the county superintendent. The provisions of this act, 

under like conditions and restrictions, touching change of 

boundary, shall apply equally to changes in boundary of 

districts heretofore established by local or special law, 

which incorporates any city, town or village as one district, 

as described in section seventy-one of an act to provide for 

an efficient system of common schools throughout the State, 

approved July sixth, eighteen hundred and ninety-three.

CHAPTER 26.

CHAPTER 27. 



AN ACT to amend an act entitled, "An act to assign cities and towns 
of this Commonwealth to classes to which they belong." 

Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the Common- 
wealth of Kentucky: 

§ 1. That section one of chapter ninety-nine, of Session 
Acts eighteen hundred and ninety-one, two, three, be 
amended as follows: 

Whereas, When an act, entitled "An act for the govern- 
ment of cities of the fifth class, which was approved July 
third, eighteen hundred and ninety-three, was passed, the 
population of the city of Marion, Crittenden county, Ken- 
tucky, was less than one thousand, and was, therefore, 
assigned to cities of the sixth class; 

Whereas, Under an ordinance regularly passed by the 
board of trustees of the city of Marion, Crittenden county, 
Kentucky, on the thirteenth day of October, eighteen 
hundred and ninety-six, a census of said city was or- 
dered to be taken, and by said census it appears that the 
population of the city of Marion is more than one thousand, 
to-wit, one thousand and ten, and on the seventeenth day of 
February, eighteen hundred and ninety-seven, the said 
board of trustees of tfhe city of Marion, upon the result 
of said census, regularly passed an ordinance declaring the 
population of the said city of Marion to be one thousand

and ten and directing the city of Marion, to be assigned to 
cities of the fifth class. The said section when amended 
will read as follows, to-wit: 
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§ 1. The cities and towns of this Commonwealth are clas- 
sified as follows:

No. 1. 

RESOLUTION providing for a special committee to investigate the 
Eddyville Penitentiary. 

Whereas the Public Press of Kentucky has been filled 
with statements referring to said management and lack of 
discipline in the branch penitentiary at Eddyville and as this 
legislature must determine its future continuance as a pemi- 
tentiary it is proper that we have all the information that 
will enable us to act for the best interest of Kentucky, there* 
fore, 

Be it resolved by the General Assembly of the Common- 
wealth of Kentucky: 

1. That there is hereby constituted and appointed a 
special commitee of six, three from the Senate, and three 
from the House of Representatives, to be composed of mem- 
bers of the Committees on Penitentiary and House of Re- 
form in the Senate and House respectively. The members 
thereof to be selected by the respective chairman of said 
committees. From the Senate Committee there shall be 
selected two Democrats and one Republican, and from the 
House Committee there shall be selected two Republicans 
and one Democrat. It shall be the duty of said Special 
Committee to examine into the discipline and conduct of 
the penitentiary at Eddyville, in order that the General As- 
sembly may have an opportunity to consider whether it is 
best to place the prisons in charge of a commission of busi- 
ness men, with full power to remove any officers under 
them at pleasure. 

2. Resolved, Said committee are empowered to send for 
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persons and papers, swear witnesses reporting its work to 

this House at as early a date as possible. 

3. Resolved, That the Auditor of Public Accounts be

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No. 2. 

RESOLUTION to appropriate money to defray expenses of commit- 
tee attending burial of J. P. Salyer, deceased. 

Be it resolved by the General Assembly of the Common- 
wealth of Kentucky: 

1. That there is hereby appropriated out of any money 
in the Treasury, not otherwise appropriated, the sum of 
fifty-four dollars and seventy-five cents to defray the ex- 
penses of the committee appointed to attend the burial of 
J. P. Salyer, deceased; said amount to be paid to R. H. Ellis- 
ton, on the warrant of the Auditor drawn in his favor. 

2. That by reason of said expenses having been paid out 
of private funds, and it being proper that the same should 
be reimbursed, an emergency is declared to exist and this 
resolution shall take effect upon its approval by the Gov- 
ernor.

Be it resolved by the General Assembly of the Common- 
wealth of Kentucky: 

1. That the sum of two hundred and fifty-one dollars be, 
and is hereby, allowed to S. R. Crumbaugh for his expenses 
incurred in the contest to a seat in the present General As- 
sembly, filed against him by C. D. Bell, being fourteen ($14) 
dollars paid to Mrs. Mary E. Howell, as examiner, for taking 
and transcribing the depositions of twelve witnesses who 
testified in his behalf; twelve ($12) dollars witness fees; sev- 
enty-flve ($75) dollars as attorney's fees for W. T. Fowler, 
and twenty-five ($25) dollars as attorney's fee for John Fe- 
land, Jr., who were local attorneys, examined witnesses, 
made up the record and advised the said Crumbaugh; one 
hundred and twenty-five ($125) dollars, as attorney's fee to 
the firm of Holt & Holt, for advice relative to attending 
to and arguing the said Crumbaugh's case before the Con- 
test Committee of the Senate.And that the sum of three 
hundred and twenty-five ($325) dollars be, and the same is 
hereby, allowed to the contestant, C. D. Bell, for his ex- 
penses incurred in said contest, being fifty ($50) dollars paid 
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to Walter Warfteld and Judge Morrow, attorneys, in Chris- 
tian county, for preparing the papers of the contest and tak- 
ing the depositions in behalf of contestant; fifty ($50) dol- 
lars paid Mrs. Mary E. Howell, examiner, for taking and 
transcribing depositions; fifty ($50) dollars paid to witness- 
es and hotel expenses in taking depositions in the contest; 
fifty ($50) dollars, cost of traveling to and from Frankfort, 
and hotel expenses in Frankfort while attending the trial 
of the contest before the Senate; and one hundred and twen- 
ty-five ($125) dollars to W. G. Bullitt, attorney's fee for ser- 
vices on the trial of the contest before the Senate Commit- 
tee. 

2. That the Auditor of Public Accounts be, and he is 
hereby directed to draw his warrant on the Treasurer for 
the sum of two hundred and fifty-one ($251) dollars in favor 
of said Crumbaugh, and three hundred and twenty-five 

($325) dollars in favor of said Bell.

KESOLUTION providing for pay to the ministers of Frankfort for 
opening the sessions of the House and Senate with prayer. 

Be it resolved by the General Assembly of the Common- 
wealth of Kentucky: 

1. That the ministers of the gospel who have rendered 
services in opening the House and Senate with prayer, be, 
and they are hereby, allowed the sum of three hundred dol- 
lars for their services for the year one thousand eight hun- 
dred and ninety-seven, to be paid out of any money in the 
Treasury, not otherwise appropriated; and the Auditor 
shall draw his warrant on the Treasurer for the same, paya- 
ble to the chief clerk of the Senate, who shall distribute the 
same to the parties entitled to same as they may direct. 

2. Whereas, provision should be made for the payment 
of said services, an emergency is hereby declared to exist, 
and this resolution shall be in force from and after its ap- 
proval by the Oovernor. 

Became a law June 2, 1897, without the approval of the Governor. 
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
